HOUGHTFUL UNITED STATES 
analysts, for some--years now, 
have been criticizing their state de- 
partment for what they conside the 
abandonment of diplomatic. process 
They argue that the nation loses 
stature when it assumes a belligerent 
attitude, talks too loudly and bran- 
dishes a big stick only to retreat into 
mild admonition and finger-shaking 
when the decisions are reached. 

This, they have remarked, has 
permitted Red China to describe the 
U.S. as a paper tiger. 

These analysts are now observing 
a more encouraging trend and they 
are seeking to enlist public support 
for a policy which substitutes thought 
and study for hasty and ringing de- 
nunciations. They are reminding 
the people that despite the hard and 
fast lines that appeared to emerge 
from the cold war, there is reason to 
believe that nations not for them are 
not necessarily against them 


They are emphasizing the fact 
that neutrality between the East and 
West. blocs is not automatically a 
supine position. And they are re- 
minding Americans that in interna- 
tional negotiation great harm can 
result from-an attitude which stamps 
actions taken by conferences either 
as victories or defeats for the United 
States. 


David Landman, now.-spending a 
year in Indonesia under the sponsor- 
ship of the Ford Foundation, draws 
attention to this development in a 
New Republic article entitled “No- 
bedy Won at Bandung.” 


He argues that the United States 
—which had no formal representa- 
tion at that gathering—emerged 
from it in a better position than had 
been expected, but not of 
United States action. The influences

Second, the Russians in April an- 
nounced with a flourish the creation of a

Sion for interplanetary communication.” 
Russia's greatest scientist Peter Kapitsa, 
was appointed to the commission. Its 
first task was announced as “the organ- 
ization of an automatic laboratory of 
scientific research in cosmic space ; ; . 
which would, over a long period, revolve 
around the earth as a satellite, beyond 
the limits of the atmosphere. ...’ 

This bland announement also caused 
much dismay, at least among the more 
sensible men in the Pentagon. For this 
kind of before-the-fact boasting the 
Soviets must be taken very seriously 
indeed, as the Pentagon has learned. to 
its sorrow, conspicuously in the vase of 
the atomic and hydrogen bombs. 


MILITARILY VALUELESS

The Human Brain 


is Emeritus Consun in Medicine, Maye 


and Emeritus Mecicine. Mayo 


All intelligent and educated persons want 
to Know something about that -most com 
plicated instrument in all the world, the 
human brain. I read that there are more 
conducting paths in it than in the whole 
telephone ‘System of New York City. There 
aré millions of nerve fibres rur g just 
from the eyes to the part of the brair 
which we become conscious of what we see 

In recent. years some remarkable t ings 
have been learned about the brain partly 
with the help of the electro 
encephalograph wi 
writes a_ record of the tiny 
alternating electric cur 
re that are constantly 
being formed; partly by 
studying what happens to 
brains that are injured by 
little strokes or brain tu 
mors or accidents; partly 
by observing what follows 
after operations on the 
brain; and partly by using Alvarez 
the advancing knowledge of the structure and 
functioning of the brain, learned throu 
animal experimentatior 

A new and well-written book—catled 
Human Brain”, by Mr. John P 
per’s), is good largely because t 
so much time travelling about and 
to our leaders in neurology. The book is so 
well written and-is based-on-so-much- reading 
and interviewing of experts that it can 
read with pleasure and profit, even by 
a physician 

I recently had lunch with my ‘friend, Dr 
Frederic Gibbs, ene of the world’s great 
authorities on epilepsy and the encephalo- 
gram. When we went back to his laborato 
he showed me his tremendous atlas 
encephalograms—little wiggly lines whict 
tells him so much about the workings of a 
man’s brain, and perhaps why an individual 
is having convulsions or queer spells. We 
agreed that one of the tragedies of médicine 
today is that most medical students were 
not taught, when making a diagnosis, to 
ever think of the brain. As a result,. there 
are hundreds of thousands of patients going 
about from doctor to doctor with bizarre 
forms of epilepsy which, though easily 
recognizable by an expert, are seldom recog 
nized for what they are even by good in 
ternists, 


BRAIN NEGLECTED 

As Dr. Gibbs said, there is a tremendous 
need today for more physicians who, when 
they .see a sick. person, will think of the 
brain as a possible ‘source of his distress. 
I was thinking of this need last.week as I 


heard that two of my old and very jittery 
and nervous patients had at last given in 
and following my advice, had put themselves 
into the hands of psychiatrists. For years 
I had thought that that is where they--be 
longed, but they would not agree: they in 
sisted on asking surgeons -to fix them up by 
operating on some abdon organ 
Twenty years ago, when I saw one of 
these women, her main complaint was of 
pain in the pit of her stomach; the other 
complained in f a neuralgia in her 
face. In both cases I could. see that the wo 
man Was so depressed and so eccentric and 
odd, that she must be suffering from a mild 
psychosis. In each case I knew, also, 
the woman had insane relatives and 
was much like them. One feature of the 
distresses of these women was that they 
were so absolutely constant, day and night 
with no let-up for weeks and months 

I often muse over the fact that in coll 
I was never taught to think of diseases 
the brair in é of my nine years of train 
ing in medicine under good teachers, I doubt 
if I was ever shown a person with beginning 
insanity (and they are so common). I never 
Saw a case of sick headache (‘a disease 
which isso common), and-f never~saw”a 
case of a little stroke (very common). I 
never Was taught what the early symptoms 
of insanity are, or what the more curious 
forms of epilepsy are. Today, in many 
medical schools, an effort is being made to 
teach these things, but we medical educators 
still have a long way to go. 


LOST FALLOPIAN TUBES 


I get many sad letters from women who 
have lost by operation the tubes which run 

t toward the ovaries from both sides of 
the top of the uterus. They serve to carry 

e little ova or eggs from the ovary to the 
uterus (or womb) where the ovum, if fer- 
tilized, grows into a baby. Often the woman 
who writes me has a new husband and is 
anxious to become pregnant and have a 
child. She asks me if a surgeon cannot make 
for her new tubes 

I have heard of cases in- which tubes 
that had once been tied were made patent 
or open, again, but from what I read and 
hear I much doubt if the operation is more 
than a rather poor gamble. When a wo 
man’s tubes have been removed, I cannot 
imagine a surgeon's making new ones 
which would function normally enough so 
that she could become pregnant. To function 
properly, the inside of the tube would have 
to be lined ‘with millions of little Nair-like 
processes which would carry the ovum to 
the womb. No surgeon could make these

As most of you know, being 
a)lergi¢ means that one or more 
articles you come in contact 
with or eat, cause an unpleasant 
and unnatural reaction in you 
This may take the form of a 
rash, itching skin, asthma, swol 
len eyes, or even pains in the 
stomach or irregularity in the 
intestinal tract 

While this condition usually 
is not actually painful it cer- 
tainly can be*uneomfortable 
and annoying and also damag- 
ing to an attractive physical 
appearance. If you periodically 
or_chronically break out in 
rashes, wheeze or sneeze, have 
swollen or watery eyes, and a 
physical checkup proves that 
there is nothing fundamentally 
wrong with your health, you 
should suspect allergies. 

In many cases one article or 
item of food will be discovered 
to be the offender. This is 
simple but sometimes a person 
is allergic to many things. Then, 
of course, it is more difficult 
to ferret out the offenders. Ex- 
pert allergists will be able to 
help you discover what it is you 
are using, wearing, eating or 
breathing that is irritating. I 
did not know until a short time 
ago that there are trained tech- 
nicians who go to the home of 
the allergy victim and spend a 
few days to observe and to try 
to discover. what is causing 
the trouble. They do this after 
all the usual tests fail to un 
cover it. 

Most people know about hay 
fever and understand that this 
is an allergic reaction to pollen 
and/or some things which grow 
at certain times of the year 
But many folks suffer with less 
dramajic allergies all year long 
without realizing it. 

Air conditioning usually is a 
great help to people who suffer 
with hay. fever because it re 
moves *thost of the pollen from} 
the air. 

If you have rashes, wheezes 
and such, suspect your cos- 
metics first. Nail polish and face
